Examiner's Amendment

2. Claims 1-7 and 10-24 are allowed. The claims will be renumbered as 1-22. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art to 
Kemp does not disclose or fairly suggest, among other things, providing a file that includes 
information regarding properties of the target device that corresponds to the first snapshot, 
wherein a snapshot key is produced fi^om a selectable combination of the information included in 
the file as defined by independent claim 1 ; storing a first bitmap file and a first extensible 
markup language file corresponding to the first snapshot; taking a second snapshot of the user 
interface on the target device during a second automation execution; storing a second bitmap file 
and a second extensible markup language file corresponding to the second snapshot as defined 
by claim 12; and comparing a property of the first snapshot to corresponding property of the 
second snapshot, wherein the property of the first snapshot is a first cyclical redundancy check 
value based on the first snapshot and the corresponding property of the second snapshot is a 
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cyclical redundancy check value based on the second snapshot as defined by independent claim 
19. It is for these reasons and in combination with all of the other elements of the claims that 
claims 1-7 and 10-24 are allowable over the closest prior art of Kemp.
